AN OPEN LETTER TO MRS. MONCURE 


Your letter was the most appreciated New Year's greeting I ever got. I meant to 
answer it at once but, since you've been buying from me for fourteen years, you know 
how I am about letter writing. 

It is customers like you and the friends that you and they recommend that have kept 
this business going since the war. No advertising since 1942. I was afraid each year 
that I should be unable to keep the flag flying another season. From your own experi- 
ence you know how impossible it has been to get garden labor. But my husband and 
those of the children still at home pitched in and rescued the garden. You will find their 
names this year on the masthead as The Iris Garden is now as much their project as mine. 

We are now engaged in the difficult task of re-planning the whole garden and 
changing the back fields from double to single row planting. Hence some of your old 
favorites may be missing temporarily from the 1948 list. However, there is a dazzling 
array of new names, some of them very significant for iris progress. I refer particularly 
to the new pinks: Cheri, Pink Cameo, Overture, Dream Girl and Spindrift. With the ex- 
ception of the latter, which has pinkish buff buds, the buds are actually a true pink like 
the flowers. This is as exciting a time as it was eighteen years ago when I first saw 
Pluie d'Or and W. R. Dykes. Think of all the wonderful big yellows that followed in 
their train. And now true pink. .. . 

You and I, Mrs. Moncure, have still a great deal to look forward to.
